In his last years he revisited the 
Soviet Union and China in prepara- 
tion for his autobiography to be 
called “Personal History IL” A 
friend said he had not finished it 
at his death.

Parking cards 
for Jerusalem 


The parking meters that have 
been standing idle in central Jeru- 
salem for many months are to be 
replaced later this year by a park- 
ing card system similar to Tel 
Aviv’s.

JOAN WILLIAMS’ latest edition of 
“New Dimensions in Music” (Tel 
Aviv, Museum, March 5), opened 
with Webern's “Three Little Pie- 
ces” Op. 11 (1914), perfectly per- 
formed by cellist Marc Drobinaky 
and pianist Sara Fuxon — Hey- 
man. Webern was followed by Mario 
Davidovsky’s “Synchronisms” No.6 
for piano and electronic sounds, in 
which the composer creates a com- 
Pletely blended sonority out of the 
two sound sources. Applying a most 
Sensitive touch, Miss Heyman suc- 
ceeded fully in carrying out the 
composer's intentions. It was a pity 
the first part of the concert was 
unnecessarily burdened with Ben 
Johnston's meaningless “Knocking 
Piece,” in which the two percus. 
sionists Pamela Jones and Jeffrey 
Kowalaki knocked, for what seemed 
en eternity, inside a grand piano. 

The next item, Arne Nordheim's
